easier. I said yeah, it would of been. I said I would of had 

some respect for you. I said I don't have any respect for you 
know. 

Cause he was he was? 

Because you were playing games. You were playing the games. 
I said I called people. I said friends of ours and tell them 
that we're not together and they tell me well tell Dennis not 
to call me, I'm not interested in him. I'm not interested in 
somebody that will go behind somebody's back and make a play 
for somebody else. 

Okay. ? 

So this is when I foupd out other shit. I mean, that has 
nothing to do with this but anyway the part that I don't 
understand is I said to Dennis. I says well I says does this 
really make it look like ah this guy is really in love with 
you. I said he keeps bringing up other people. 

Hmm-hm.? 

And then he asked you about another person that he's involved 
with or he knows of but he likes threesomes and he goes ah 
what do you think of that. I says what if Les says well come 
on we're gonna go do a threesomes. No I wouldn't do that. 
And I said well what do it ah if Les just ups and walks out 
the door and goes anyway. Well I'd just sleep on the floor. 
I'd get the point across. I said what if you sleep on the 
floor for six months, you know. 
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Hmm-hra.? 

Can't you, I said why is he bringing this up. I said somebody 
that cares about somebody ah don't six weeks later, eight 

weeks later, ah start talking about doing twos and threes and 
tours. 

Okay.? 

Alright. I mean, there is some relationships that thrive that 
way, okay. But anyway it something just don't add up. And 
and I know this guy is a smooth talker and if he's educated he 
can work Dennis. 

Okay.? 

He could work him into the (inaudible), big time. To set him 
up.

And Dennis said no, why would I have one of 
them. Well he said I see you got a tatoo. Well just because 
a person had a tatoo doesn't mean they were in prison.

Doesn't sit right with you there?

The the other night at Cash Wise this 
little girl her mom was hollering at her and she was running 
probably oh probably from there to their from her mother and 
she was trying to get through the big double doors when you 
first come in Cash Wise there. 

Q Oh, okay, yeah.? 

A Okay and then you bring your cart through. 

Q Hmm-hm.? 

A Well anyway we were already through the big double door there 
and this mother was hollering at her. And she and Dennis 
kind of looked back and here he comes and and run her cart 
into here. 

Q Ah gets gets in her way? 

A Just enough to to clip here with the cart. 

Q Huh.? 

A You know little shitting things like this. But anyway then ah 
what else was I. Oh. Dennis like control, well Dennis likes 
to be controlled. He likes to be tied up. Ah that's his 
fantasy. His biggest fantasy is to ah ah he likes a man 
uniform, such as a police officer. One time we were done in 
the cities and the paddy wagon was sitting there. He says yeah 
he said wouldn't that be something he says to get handcuffed 
in there. 

Q Okay.? 

A And ah little things like that. And I just thought well it's 
just fantasy, fantasy stuff you know, which we all have I 
guess, (inaudible).

I mean, 
we've done that a few times. 

Q Bondage fantasy?

Okay. ? 

And he always says well, he's always kind of had a problem ah 
well like something's really bugging him. Something's bothered 
him for years, you know. And I said well what is it. Well I 
don't know I must of blocked it out. And I said what. Well I 
don't know. Maybe I was raped one time. Maybe I don't know. 
He said I just blocked it out, you know. I can't remember. 
And he's just always ah and then he said ah ah can I use your 
bathroom. 

Oh certainly? 

That was before I came in here. 

Its down this way? 

Alright. 

Just down the hall and to the right? 

Okay. . 

I'll be waiting for you inside.? 

And he has several pairs of handcuffs like ah five, maybe six 
which he stole from his aunt in ah I can't think of where the 
heck it was from. Somewhere out west. His ah uncle and his 
aunt were forest rangers. But anyway ah him and John went out 
there one summer on vacation. And I had showed the cuffs to 
John or not their uncle and ah I was telling him some of the 
strange things she was doing. And ah because they were making 
me look like the ass hole, you know.

I mean, that serious 
crab. I mean, that's just something you just don't, I mean, 
I d I d be a wreck. I would be just ah ah a flipping wreck. 
It would drive me crazy. John didn't sleep for three nights. 
All's he. did was sit up and drink. It just bothered the hell 
right out of him. 

You mean after we talked to him? 

Before because you had called him and then that night he drank 
heavy all night, the next day. I think it was did you call 
him on Thursday or Friday or something. Was it through the 
weekend. 

I I really can't remember right now without without looking? 
Oh. Well maybe it was the first part of the week. But anyway 
the day before alright he got the call. 

Hmm-hm.? 

Okay. And then he returned a call but they were gone or 
something. 

Okay. ? 

I don't know what the deal was. But anyway all that night he 
was real nervous about it because Dennis C. had been called in 
and he knew what was going on, okay. So then John said to me 
here the other day he says yeah. He says ah he says if he's 
not worried about it. He says I guess I'm not worried about 
it. He says ah he that I got enough to worry about around 
here.

I said you're the mayor of the town and I said this is the way

Q Okay. ? 

A I mean, I have met a lot of people and I (inaudible) been 
involved with a lot of people but ah mother seems to ah run 
the show. Dad never says nothing. Okay. I've been involved 
with Dennis for 2 1/2 years. His dad only said, talked to me 
time and that's after I and Dennis split up. I went over 
there to drop off some pop and he come out and he said how you 
doing . And I said well I said not worth a shit. I said 
you know I and Dennis broke up. He said yeah. But he said you 
know you said Dennis is gonna do what Dennis wants to do. 
He said that's all I can tell. 
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Hmm-hm.? 

He said you can't tell him nothing. Turned around and walked 
in, sat down on the couch, never said a word after that. I 
been in and out of the house I don't know how many times. The 
man has never said -- the family never says hi dad. Bye dad. 
Love you mom. Love you dad. None of that ever. 

No communication? 

Very cold. Very you're in and you're out. You're in and 
you're out, you know. One time Dennis oh yeah mom give me a 
hundred (inaudible) and he's happy. He'd go in and he'd he'd 
say well I need some money. I got to pay this bill and I 
don't know how I'm gonna do it. And she'll say well God 
Dennis you know I just don't have it, I'm retired you know. I 
I don't know what to do. She says maybe I can talk to your 
dad about it. Alright. So we get in the car. God dam dirty 
fucking bitch and blah, blah, blah, blah, blah, you know out 
the driveway. And I says Dennis I says how can you -- I says 
I don't understand this. I says how can you talk like that, 
you know. I says how can you bad mouth her like that. Well 
I know if it somebody else she would give it to 'em. And I 
said Dennis you know better than that. I says she would give 
it to you before she would give it to anybody else in that 
family. I don't give a dam if if if ah ah Kathy or ah John or 
ah Bruce or Sandy or whoever could be sitting in the ditch, 
okay.

And and need five bucks to get 'em out of the ditch, okay. 
And moms got five thousand sitting over here, okay. Dennis 
comes along and says ah mom I need five grand. Oh certainly. 

And she told me one time before she 
said she always -- she says Dennis is always needed help but 
she said we just felt that we could never afford to you know 
get him any. And I said Dorothy I said -- I told Dennis. I 
said you know I said you should go talk to somebody about this 
problem that you have, you know. I said you get so depressed 
along about oh October or September up toward Christmas, I 
said you really get bummed out. Christmas is just hell for 
him. Well this year it wasn't but I don't know why but it 
didn't seem to bother him as much as the other three years I 
was involved with him. 

Okay. Just like is it like it's antisocial behavior you're 
talking about? 

Oh yeah. He gets real down. He gets real depressed. He gets 
real up tight.

And 
ah so anyway he well then oh before I forget too. We get down 
to the kiddie porn and stuff there was a friend of mine that 
he told that was there too, Diane Muehlbauer here. And her ah 
phone number is 8, wait, I get confused with Eclair. Ah 5.

Yeah. 

25 something or? 

Okay. 259-99682. 

That's one to many numbers? 

Right. 

259-9968? 

Do you have a phone book here. 

I don't think there's a book in here? 

Okay. 259-9682, right. 

Must be 259-9682. You've got three, you had three? 

259-99 yeah two 9 and 6. 

8 and 2? 

You got it. 

Okay.? 

Alright. 

You had three nines and you should only have two? 

But anyway^ he had told her the same thing and I pretty near, 
I was sitting there and he talked to her for an hour and half 
about 21/2 hours.

Dear Jerry and Patty, 

The following is a dream that I had moments ago, in regards to the 
disappearance of Jacob. Please forgive me if I slip in and out of consciousness 
while taping this, but I’ve just gotten out of bed to tape this so that 1 can, as 
clearly and accurately as possible, remember every detail, but it was - it was 
an extremely detailed dream, and I dream a lot, but seldom in such detail, and 
1 want to share with you everything that 1 am seeing... 


...in hope that it will be helpful to you in the continued course of investigation 
in the disappearance of Jacob. First of all, 1 felt that Jacob returned home, that 
he returned on his own volition, and in actuality he drove himself home in the 
vehicle of his abductors. His abductors were a man and a woman in the late 
30’s, early 40’s age group. The man was a former Vietnam veteran, who was 
quite active in Vietnam veterans’ organizations... 


...and the woman had short, dark hair that was straight and curled under as if 
in a pageboy. She wore glasses occasionally and then not on occasions. I did 
not see them in the dream, but Jacob described them very clearly, and he was 
sympathetic to their cause. They abducted Jacob because their only child had 
died. 1 did not know why. And we met Jacob at a restaurant area, somewhere 
in the vicinity of where you people live, in Minnesota.

And because 
of all the questions, um, Jacob got up to go to the bathroom, and I could tell 
that he was very frustrated, and so I, uh, waited a few minutes and then had 
the sudden impression that he might be going to leave to go back to the 
abductors’, and so 1 excused myself from Patty and Jerry’s... 


...presence, and followed him to the bathroom, and tried talking with him. And 
he just indicated to me that he was very feartul that things were not gonna 
work out, that the people were going to get in a lot of trouble, and that he 
didn’t want that, that they had taken care of him and they were nice people. 
And I said, “Well, your folks have - have looked for you for a year and a half 
now, and it’s obvious to me that there’s an awful lot of love there, Jacob, and 1 
think that you have to, um, you have to really think about that.”

You can’t drive,” and 1 said, “You’re only like 
what, 13 or 14 years old.” He says, “Well, these people trust me very, very 
much, and they’ve trusted me to come back and, um, to see these people, to 
see my mom and my dad, and they let me use their car.” And I said, “You’re 
driving at this age?” 


He says, “Yeah, I’m - I’m very tall and, uh, l can pass for 16.” And, uh, the 
thing I did notice about Jacob was that he was very tall in the dream, that his 
hair was, um, a lot darker brown than the pictures seem to indicate to me, and 
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that he had, um, blemishes on his face that might occur during adolescence - 
and probably not from taking his vitamins, like Jerry wanted him to. I couldn’t 
help but feel the intensity of all my emotions as I was going through this 
dream because number one, it was a detailed dream; number two, it was very 
much the same type of emotions of the dream I had about my uncle having a 
heart attack, and the very next day everything happened... 


...exactly as I had dreamt it. So anyway, I followed him out to the parking lot, 
and he stood beside a very large cream-colored car, and it was sort of jacked 
up in back, like it may have had bad, uh, shocks on the front and new ones on 
the back, or something of that nature. But it was like an older model Lincoln 
Towncar or Cadillac - it was a very large car. Had some rust around the 
backend, the back wheel area, and I made a joke about it being such a tank or 
whatever, and, uh, by the time I had stalled Jacob from leaving, Patty had 
arrived and, uh, Jerry was still in the restaurant. And 1 -1... 


...couldn’t figure out why he was there unless 1 -1 figured well, maybe he’s 
taking care of the bill, or maybe he’s still mad because Jacob’s not taking his 
vitamins. Uh, but anyway, uh, so, Jacob begun to - to back out and leave, and 
Patty was crying and saying, ‘‘Jacob, you can’t do this. We have - we’ve spent 
so much time and money and energies trying to get you back here, you can’t 
do this.” So, at that point, he was at the exit of this parking lot of this - this 
restaurant, which seemed to me to be one of the like Big Boy restaurants are 
around here, or something of that nature. He opened up the passenger’s door 
and he yelled back to - well, no. Just prior... 


...to that, the vehicle he was in changed from the - the large, um, Lincoln 
Towncar type thing to, um, to a small, um, motor home type situation that 
would have had the, um, steps up the back, so you could have gotten on the 
roof, and it would have had a door in the center of the back of the vehicle. 
Sort of like maybe one of those little Chinook type vehicles with the, uh, bed 
overhanging on the, um, the, uh, cab of the car and stuff like that. And he 
opened his door, and 1 can remember on both vehicles tinted windows where 
you couldn’t see in. He opened the door and sort of leaned back while the car 
still was in drive, uh, because it went ahead a little bit... 


...and at that point I had said to Patty, ‘‘Well, we aren’t gonna let him go this 
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easy. Get on this back bumper and hold on.” And so we were on the back 
bumper, and 1 was on the driver’s side, and Patty was on the other side, 
holding on for dear life, and he opened the car door and leaned back, and he 
said, “Let’s get friendly.” And he had tears in his eyes, and I said - Patty says, 
“What did he say?” and I said, “He said, ‘Let’s get friendly.’” And she says, 
“Oh, that means he wants to go to Friendly’s for ice cream.” And so, there 
was - in the next business lot down, right next door to this restaurant, was a 
Friendly’s ice cream place. He put on his blinker, which would have been on 
Patty’s side. He turned and went down to that restaurant. 


And at that point, my dream changed locations to being back here, in Owego, 
New York - excuse me * there is one very, very important part that 1 forgot. 
As I talked to Jacob, uh, at the bathroom area in the restaurant, he mentioned 
to me that he was living with this couple in Evansville, Indiana, that he, uh, 
that he was, urn, it was not a wealthy family, but they treated him well. And 
he knew that they were not healthy mentally, but yet he got along fine, and he 
felt that that’s where he was supposed to be because it helped them. Now the 
only confusion part of this part of the dream that I had is I -1 just received... 


...a letter from a friend whose mother that I had buried, who lives in 
Evansville, Indiana, which could indicate to me that there’s - could be some 
psychological interference in that dream. 1 don't choose to think that because I 
don’t psychically feel that. However, um, this - the dream could indicate very 
strongly to me to follow up leads in Indiana, number one, and even more 
specifically, if there’s anything in the Evansville area -1 believe it’s a suburb 
of Indianapolis - but I know there have been a couple leads in Indiana, that 
maybe we should refresh in our minds or go over, or even talk to (A1 Garber) 
about, and see if we can concentrate any efforts, uh, in that direction, because 
I remember in the dream, saying, “I’ve got to remember Evansville, Indiana... 


...in case this young man ever gets away from me.” But I knew' he wasn t 
gonna get away from me. So anyway, um, we pulled into the Friendly’s, uh, 
ice cream place, and we stood there, uh, talking, and I can remember thinking 
where the hell is Jerry? He’s not here and, uh, and he should be here, and, um, 
because he’s the one - one that has worked so hard to - for these, uh, this time, 
and then again, I thought well, he’s probably paying that bill or taking care of 
things because he’s very efficient about those things. And so, then, uh, I went 
- suddenly my dream changed to back here at a bar in Owego, New York, that 
I had... 
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...been in years ago in my drinking days, and it’s, uh, quite a regular dive, and, 
uh, there was a lot of people in there and a lot of, uh, tables there, and I knew 
it was a holiday weekend, and 1 knew it was either Memorial Day or the - the 
4th of July because I felt a patriotic, uh, type celebration. And so I, uh, was 
sitting there and there was this woman, uh, fair-fairly large blonde woman in a 
bright yellow, um, mustard yellow top, with a belt around it, that says, “Phil, 
how are you doing in that case with that missing boy in Minnesota?” And I 
says, “Oh, you haven’t heard? It hasn’t hit the news here yet that he’s been 
found and that he’s okay.” And she started to cry, and everybody started 
gathering around me, and, uh... 


...they wanted to know, you know, what had happened, and they asked me if, 
uh, any of the information I had given them had, uh, become helpful to them, 
and 1 said, “We really don’t know that yet, because we haven’t been able to 
interview the boy because he’s going through, um, sort of a personality 
change and some psychological problems, and we have to be very cautious 
how we deal with his return to the normalcy of his family and his home life, 
and - and the society to which he was accustomed, and so 1 don’t know, uh, 
that much about it yet,” but I said, “I have, uh, some indication to believe that 
many of the things 1 have said, uh, are very, very accurate and have been 
helpful, uh, in some capacity,” and I said, “Also my prayers each night, uh, for 
Jacob, I believe tuned into Jacob and gave him the desire to... 


...uh, leave the habitat he was in and to go home.” And she says, “Well, that’s 
absolutely wonderful,” and she says, uh, “There’s been nothing on the news 
about that around here,” and she says, “Well - “ or I says, “Well, you know, I 
don’t really need that publicity or want that publicity, but I -1, um, I wish the 
people around me that are praying, uh, for Jacob could know this, because, uh, 
1 think it’s something that they need to know.” And so she went into the 
payphone to call the, um, the Binghamton television station to tell them, so 
that people could know, and people, uh, gathered around me and - and, um, 
just were, um, complimenting me and making me feel good about the work 
that 1 do and stuff like that. And, um, the only reason I added that last part... 


...of the dream is number one, it was very' much a part of the dream, and 1 
wanted to include the whole dream, and number two, I’ve mentioned a bar 
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room scene on several occasions. This bar room was very dark and dingy, urn, 
very small tables, probably only six to eight tables, and had a bar, halfway 
across the back of it and to the right was a door that went into a small kitchen 
area. However, it was not a bar where anyone would have eaten, uh, out of the 
kitchen area because it was so, so, uh, yucky. And there would have been a, 
um, like one of the tenpin pinball machines, the bowling machines, uh, to the 
right as far as that goes, and so, um, perhaps that’s significant, and perhaps the 
woman in the mustard-colored blouse with the bleach blonde hair, rather, uh, 
heavyset gal, also... 


...may have some relevance and some significance, uh, in regards to, um, to 
the, uh, case itself. Um, 1 will - I’m on my way to Buffalo, New York today, 
which is about a five-hour trip, uh, and I’m going to, um, be having a lot of 
time to think and stuff. If there’s any other details of the dream, I will be 
taking, uh, my recorder with me and, uh, recording. Sorry about the clock 
chiming. I forgot about the clock ticking -1 hope that hasn’t put you to sleep 
or anything. Um, so I do hope that, um, if anything, this dream that l have had 
is, um, comforting. For me it was validating that Jacob... 


...is probably still alive, that Jacob is still alive, that it recreated in me, um, a 
feeling of peace. It created in me a feeling that though it may not be in the 
immediate future, eventually everything is going to do okay or be okay, and 
that Jacob will at some point, um, probably, um, do a lot for himself in, uh, 
changing the path that he is presently on into returning to you. Um, 1 would 
check out every lead in Indiana that you may have, uh, come into, and feel 
that Indiana may have a very strong significance. Um, I just felt it was a very 
detailed dream and, uh, the only four people involved in the dream was Patty' 
and Jerry... 


...and Phil and Jacob. Jerry relied on me very' heavily in the course of the 
dream for the, um, psychological mediation between him and Jacob, because 
it was at that point that Jerry, uh, felt Jacob should be exactly' as he was the 
day that he, uh, the day that he was abducted, and he had seen him change, 
and - and I do remember Jerry and I talked in the restaurant how he felt 
robbed that Jacob had become a young man, and Jerry didn t get to share the 
last year and a half of his, um, boyhood with him. And, uh, so I think that that, 
uh, and, uh, his concern for his health and his dietary habits and everything 
like that was a very pronounced thing, uh, in this dream. Um... 
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...1 never did find out if Jerry paid the bill, or if he was still sitting in there 
mad because Jacob didn’t take his vitamins, but, urn, I guess that’s part of the, 
uh, the dream itself. Um, I just wanted to get this off to you, and hope that it 
will be of help to you. Uh, if anything, give you a bit of encouragement or 
change your thoughts for even a day, and, uh, enlighten you. There isn’t a day 
that goes by that I don’t think of you, and that I don’t offer prayers for Jacob. 
Um, since my trip to Minnesota I’ve been going through a little bit of spiritual 
frustration myself, not because of the trip at all, because I thoroughly enjoyed 
the trip, and feel 1 established new friends. Uh, I’ve become physically 
exhausted and, um, therefore, have left my answering machine... 


...on some - if you’ve tried to call, uh, just because, um, some of the AA 
people I have in my life are not allowing me any rest, and, uh. I’m - I’m sort 
of fearful of my physical, mental, uh, exhaustion. Plus my partner in the 
funeral firm is not available during the summer, so I’ve been on call for that, 
and in the last month we’ve had three infant deaths, which are very, um, 
emotionally draining. And, uh, I have to make some decisions in regards to 
my partner in the, uh, funeral firm and stuff like that, and so, spiritually I’ve 
been, um, wavering between complete mental exhaustion and, uh, probably a 
breakdown and, uh, just not really up on things, and, uh, I think I worked 
through a major part of that. And I’m only telling you because 1 don't want 
you two to ever think that I have forgotten you. Um... 


...as you’re aware. I’m not one of the more organized people, and like I say, l 
have to leave in a few hours for Buffalo on a five-hour trip, which I don’t 
want to go to, but I’ll be coming back tomorrow. Um, it’s, um, getting very, 
very frustrating for me to leave, um, just because of my commitment to the 
funeral home, and I’ve traveled so much. I’m not into traveling a great deal at 
this point in my life, but I - I don’t want you to think that I have, uh, I have, 
uh, forsaken you in any way, because I think of you both each day and the, uh, 
torment and the torture that you both must be going through, uh, I’m sure is 
something that I cannot comprehend, and my love is with you, and my 
thoughts and my prayers are with you, and I, uh, trust that, uh, God’s 
goodness and God’s blessings will be shown upon us, uh... 


...soon, so that we can have some of the answers, uh, that we really need in 
regards to Jacob. Uh, one thing, in going back over the dream again, uh, one 
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thing 1 remember, sitting at the, uh, the, uh, table in the restaurant, Jacob 
ordered a glass of milk. I ordered a cup of tea, and I’m not sure what Patty and 
Jerry ordered, but 1 always have to have my tea, you know, so we sat there, 
uh, talking and, urn, 1 couldn’t help but think that Jacob had become 
somewhat of a, urn, set in his way, brat type individual. And, uh, I mentioned 
that at the table and I said, uh, 1 said, “It appears to me, Jacob, that you may 
have changed... 


...from when you were, urn, uh, last seen, that you’re very set in your way,” 
and 1 said, “I guess 1 could almost call that being a brat.” And he sort of 
smiled and 1 says, “But I think the real brat is your father over these 
vitamins,” and, uh, I don’t know why those vitamins were such an issue, but 
they were. Urn, whether you had trouble taking, uh, getting him to take 
vitamins or - or what there was with that, but, uh, I’m not exactly sure, but 
anyway, 1 just, uh, I just wanted to throw that in because I didn’t want Jerry to 
go on being a brat. So, uh, anyway, I’m going to leave you now and send you 
this tape, and hope that it will, uh, get to you and, um, somehow brighten your 
day and enlighten you to some of the things that need be in regards - oh, there 
is one other thing as I’m... 


...saying that. 1 can remember having a flash, where there was a store, that 
Jacob lived in a second-floor apartment with this couple, 1 felt, in a store about 
a bio- or in a - an area where there would have been a business district and 
then a house district or residence district, and that there would have been a 
store. I almost feel it would have been a furniture store, but there w'ould have 
been - the whole front would have had about a four-foot wide banner of, uh, 
like a, um, oh, a light, um, cranberry, burgundy type color. It would have had 
the, uh, big white letters, Simms, S-I-M-M-S, which would have been a 
furniture store, I believe, or it looked like... 


...at one time would have been a furniture store, and it didn’t look like it was a 
real, um, new business district. It looked like it was an older business district, 
and like this store would have had, um, a glass front all the way across. About 
four foot up to the glass would have been some large gray granite, uh, or beige 
- beige, uh, granite, uh, flagstones, then the windows, then the banner that said 
Simms, and then some more, uh, um, granite, uh, oh, a big square set in. And 
that would have been the storefront, so somehow that seems also to be 
relevant. You might check in the course of the investigation to see if anyone 
by the name of Simms was connected. So, those are the impressions I’m 
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362 some sleep, and 1 will talk with you at some point.

No, I don't believe so at all. And the only reason I'm gonna pass on is because 
I know if I lost someone that I loved, whether it be a human or an animal, 
because I love animals so much or whatever, 1 would love to be there with that 
person. I would want to know exactly what happened, because at least I 
would know part of their life. I remember they tried to get me to leave the 
emergency room one time when I took my kid in, and 1 didn't tell them -1 felt 
like saying - 'cause I know they'd make me leave, but I hung onto my kid. I 
said I wouldn't. They said, "We think you better leave," and 1 said, "And I 
won't.” And 1 stayed in there with my kid... 


...holding his hands when he had 30-some stitches put in his head, because I'd 
rather deal in reality than non-reality. You guys have gone through a lot. 

Yeah. 

1 (unintelligible) more than I could say, but I do know something. I haven't 
seen my kids, my sons and wife and grandkids, for two years, because I stood 
on my beliefs and convictions, and all I wanted to do was confront - confront 
my daughter-in-law, knowing that she was on drugs, and 1 know 
(unintelligible). I'm going to (unintelligible) right now, because I know it 
wouldn’t be healthy to be around them if they were in that manner with me. 

Mm-hm. 

I want to go (unintelligible), but here's what 1 heard about Jacob recently. 
Jacob is dead. He was part of an abduction of some cult in this area. I'm 
telling you, this area is so bad, full of corruption. 


I almost don't know -1 almost don't know if I want to stay here, but yet, I 
knew when I moved here -1 didn't know what I was here for, but I knew that I 
believe in God, and I believe that I was here for a purpose, but actually one of 
the purposes - not the only one, but one of them was to help with Jacob 
Wetterling. Now I heard that this call - but 1 don't know' any other details, if- 
if they did anything to him or anything, I don't know anything about that, but 1 
heard they, uh, burned him -1 don't know if he was alive or dead. I didn't ask, 
I just listened, because sometimes when people start telling this kind of 
information, you better take what you can get. Um, 1 learned he was burned at

I really hate to give his name out, urn, but I'll - I'll give you a first name, 
because a first name is not committing - see, I didn't hear this from this 
person. This person did not tell me. 

Mm-hrn. 

But I do trust him. 

You heard it from a third source? 

I did. I'll - I'll give you a first - in fact, I don't really know his last name that 
much. I -1... 

But how are we supposed to do anything about it in this... 

Yes, yes, well, I'm giving it to you anyway. Hell, if I'll say some stuff, some 
stuff, and anything I say gets out... 

Yeah, it - it never... 

Okay. Who told me was, is I got close to (Larry), and, uh, I've known (Larry) 
for a few years, but (Larry) and (Kathy), his girlfriend, and 1 feel strongly they 
are undercover detectives. And we were discussing different people, because 
see, I turned in a couple people when Jacob died. 


Mm-hm. 
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it's, uh, it's right above Apartment Finders. I've - I've - they've put him with 
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.. .his young boys when they were little too. I have a feeling it involves 
pornography, and 1 don't mean just -1 think some hardcore pornography - 
we've got that in - in this area too. 

Okay. How - how is (Lloyd) Weber's land connected to - to these people? 

It isn't, but (Lloyd) Weber - uh, (Kathy) told me - now I didn't know this about 
(Lloyd) at all - but she told me that (Lloyd) was in a cult at one time. 

Okay. 

She - this is hearsay, but I want it said anyway. She also told me that (Lloyd) 
told her that he killed two people. Now I believe (Lloyd) would tell it, 
because he told me stuff, uh, that he did too. He - he has so little or no 
conscience, and no qualms about anything, that he - like he told me he drove - 
let’s see.

Okay. Now, how does your former husband fit into this? Which - which 
pers... 

He may not - see, he may not - I'm not saying any of this is hardcore fact, I'm 
only one person. But how he fits into it is remember, he - remember, I didn’t 
know anything and then after the divorce, I discovered - called 

and told me that his dad molested him. 


So then I got interested in it, and I was so devastated and all anyway, and then 
it made me think back - he was a Scoutmaster, uh, for many years. 

Uh-huh. 

And he - he would have had the opportunity to molest boys. And let's see, 
how else... 

Now, have you given me his name? 

I don't know, but I'll give it to you now. (Andrew Charles) Kurtz, K-U-R-T- 
Z. 

(Andrew Childs) Kurtz? 

(Charles), uh-huh, (Andrew Charles) Kurtz, K-U-R-T-Z. How I think he 
could get involved is kind of far out, but I think it could have happened. He 
likes little children - see, one time it just about tore me up before I divorced 
him. And I'm -1 told you, I'm very insightful, and I was in the one room of 
the house, and he was in the other room of the house, he was sitting in the 
couch, and I was in like the other room, and I don't remember having said it 
that day, but 1 have remembered telling people this, that ) w'as sexually 
assaulted or anything. 
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He said something about - okay, it had something to do - if I recall, how much 
he liked little children, but the way he said it, it was in the tone of his voice, 
and in maybe like his psychological development almost, that type of a thing. 
And it was scary, and, uh, that was just before I divorced him. So I think 
(Andrew) - we have - we have two sons that live down here - he could have 
done a lot of things. He gambled, so he could have met up with people 
gambling, he could have met up with people at the horse races, he could have 
come down here to see his sons. See, 1 lived in Duluth at the time, and 
(Andrew) lived there too, but he came down - (Andrew) went around, okay. 
So... 

Where does - do you know where he lives now? 

1 don’t - well, 1 kept telling - when they would ask me, 1 really got sick of it, 
because 1 haven't had anything to do with him for either nine or ten years. 

See, I have a permanent restraining order on me, so he can't get near me 
forever. 


Uh-huh. 

And, urn, these undercovers, they would ask me, you know, "Where is your 
husband?" and I'm telling you, I got real, real sick of it after awhile, because I 
was trying to stay a healthy person, and they're asking me that. Well, I -1 
always said Las Vegas, Nevada, 'cause that's where the last time I knew he 
lived. But, uh, he's right in St. Cloud, urn, area now as well. And actually, 
really, tonight, talking to you, I think he is in the St. Cloud jail. 

Okay. You don't - you don’t know where he is? You're just kind of... 

No, I don't. 

...speculating? 

1 don't but the reason I say that is because there's been so much security and 
undercover cops going around, and last night, the - a lady that was at the desk, 
I think she was undercover, and she called up at a certain time, and 1 didn't 
quite get it then though. I still was on my guard, but she called up and said, 

"Is everything okay there?" and I said, "Yes," and she said, "Well, let us 
know, you know." Okay, now that really was the sign that it was safe. Urn, I 
didn't get that ’til, uh... 
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.. .later, maybe an hour or two later, and I thought oh, man, here' I’ve been on 
guard here for this long and it's okay, so I went to bed. Uh, I feel that he's 
trying to get in this motel, 'cause he wants to kill me. See, there's people, 
supposedly, there's people in this area, because I'm a human rights person... 

Mm-hm. 

...and 1 speak out for what I believe in; there's people in this area that want to 
croak me off. Yes, in this wonderful area of St. (Jo), South Rapids, St. Cloud. 
They’ve got a, uh - the word I really like to use the best of all is they’ve got so 
much corruption going. But like I said, 1 -1 actually don’t know if I want to 
stay here. I mean I'm not saying no other places have it, 'cause they do. It's 
just that it's kind of a disillusion to me, and, urn, I don’t know what I'm gonna 
do yet. 1 just wanted you to know, and like I said, you could call - here's 
someone - oh, wait a minute. 


Here's someone you could call. Now, here's someone that I’ve gone to this 
new church, that my son has been trying to get me to go to - well, now, she 
hasn't tried in a - an inappropriate way. She's also said, "I like my church," 
'cause she knew I was church looking, and or - or she might say, "(Joyce), 1 
think you'd like the people." Well, I'll be she did that for four years. Well, I 
started going to it, and that's who I would trust. If he knew anything or could 
help you out, I would refer you to (Mike Jackson). Call - we call him Pastor 
(Mike), and I'll find a number here in a minute. But he is a person a lot like 
me as a person. I trust him. I like his attitudes, uh, he's very well-knowledged 
against abuses of all kinds. 


Mm-hm. 


I like all these things, so just - and I'm gonna get that in a minute here for you. 


The other name you gave me, (Steven Hollencamp)? 

But now that's not really quite right. 1 mean I know that because that - yeah, 
what about - I'll tell you about - what do you want to know? 

How does he connect to your ex-husband? 

Oh, I don’t know if he does, but here's - here's one way he does. He knows 
me. Uh, he goes to the Abundant Life Church. Right away I suspected him as 
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an undercover detective, and I'll tell you what, then - then they tried crazy 
making for a long time with me, they'd tell me they weren’t and all this and 
that, and see, that was very unhealthy. So after three years 1 wrote a letter 
recently, a ten-page letter a couple months ago, and 1 sent it out to local 
agencies, 1 sent it out to State agencies, and I sent it out to Federal agencies, 
because what they did in their line of job - job, the way they’re trained or 
whatever, these particular ones, they could have - they could have made me 
crazy. 


Because see, I was coming from an honest, genuine, real person to them, and 
they weren't to me. Now, (Steve), how is he tied? Okay. Here’s one thing 
they did -1 never realized it 'til last night - they have a different method which 
really does work in some ways. 

Who do you mean by "they"? 

Uh, I'll say they as, uh, police standards and training. 

Okay. 

Okay. They kind of got straightened around after I wrote those letters. I 
could see an immediate - immediate change. 

Mm-hm. 

It was almost like I could almost see between their eyes. Uh, they got new 
people in here, because I could just see them coming in and all. Well, 
anyway, 1 met (Steve) at the Abundant Life Church. Now, (Steve), 1 find out 
later, didn't really choose to go to that church. He - he loves - his love lies at I 
think, the first 1st Assembly of God, it's called, and there's a Father (Mark)... 


.. .there. I asked him why he got over to that church then, and he said it was 
circumstances beyond his control, so I knew - and he said if he could be of his 
choice, he would be back at that one. See, me, I go for the smaller church, 
like Abundant Life, 35, 50 people or so. 

Uh-huh. 

(Steve) goes for the bigger one, he's more comfortable there, 300 people. And 
each is okay. Now what they did with (Steve) was this. 
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(Mike Jackson) is the pastor at Abundant Life? 

Yeah. I'm still looking for his -1 - okay. 

Um, you said the - the people that - that, uh, mentioned to you about (Steve) 
was (Larry) and (Kathy)? 

Yeah, (Smith). 

Okay. 

Now, they're not married, so that's not (Kathy)'s last name, but just put (Larry 
Smith). 

And he lives in St. Cloud? 

They do, but they were on their way to... 


.. .the other day I saw them, yesterday, and they were on their way to 
California for awhile, but here's what they did say, and this really affirmed my 
knowledge - see, I didn’t come out and tell them I knew they were 
undercovers. See, what I usually do is -1 am so tuned into this, that usually if 
someone starts talking to me and stuff like 1 did to that old fellow at church 
the other day, I hear (Stuart) talk, ’cause he's a tall African American, and I 
said, "Yeah, and I think you're undercover detectives," and he really is, okay, 
they didn't tell me, (Kathy) and (Larry) didn’t, but I knew, and then yesterday 
when I saw them, they had bags and everything, and they said they were going 
to California 'cause (Larry)'s dad died. I don't know for sure if he died or not, 
but I do know the man is dying. 

Uh-huh. 

And the one thing where they told me -1 just said well, something about 
coming back, and they said, "Well, we'll be back at least by the 31st for 
court," and that's really what these undercover detectives say. They don't 
maybe say anything else, but, uh, they might have to go to court. So I 
figured... 


...I knew they got somebody that night before or whatever, and they'll be 
going to court on that. Now here's how they tried to also jolt my memory to 
(Andrew). This (Steve) - it's not the proper name, but I'm gonna say it, 
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(Hollencamp), he - when 1 met him, he was on crutches - he is on crutches, 
yes, and he could use them really good. So I didn't know if he'd been on them 
from birth or what. And he wore these orthopedic type, um, custom made 
shoes to fit his deformity, if he had one. 1 just didn't think a thing about that 
until just recently. Um, I didn't think a thing about that. But my ex-husband 
and the day I saw this guy, who I believed to be my ex-husband at the 
Salvation Army, I remember looking down and seeing that guy's shoes... 


...and that guy had - it looked like -1 don’t know if his were self-made or not, 
they were a little, uh, you call it, um, original made. But he has a very wide 
foot, and now he even weighs 50 pounds more I'll say, so, uh, he did wear a 
special type of a - it wasn't he most attract- let's put it this way. It wasn't the 
most attractive shoe in the world, but his feet felt good, and that’s what 
counted. That didn't come to me 'til yesterday, and then it kind of like tuned 
in and I thought - you see, because of that, (Steve), he let me know many 
times, and in fact one day I got really pissed at him, 'cause he kept saying, 
"These crutches are temporary, these crutches are temporary." Well, by the 
time he said that about six or seven times one day, 1 didn't quite - see - see, 
there again, he wasn't really being open and honest with what he was tell - 
trying to tell me, so I was pissed by the time that ended, and I just looked at 
him before he left, I just said, "(Steve)," 1 said, "For God’s... 


...sakes," I said, you know, I said I’m pissed. 1 said, "I'm pissed." I said, 

"You know," I said, "I met you with crutches,” and 1 said - and that's the way I 
met him - and l said, "That's the only way I've ever known you." And I said, 
"Why are you telling me that?" I said, "Do you think I'll like you better 
without?" And see, what he was trying to do is get me to know what - see, I 
knew then when he carried on that day like that. I - (Steve) is not - how 
should I say it? He's a gracious person, and when he kept carrying on about it, 
he - indirectly he was trying to tell me that this was a temporary thing, so 1 -1 
definitely knew it was a temporary thing eventually, because right now -1 
didn't know 'til yesterday, the whole truth that I feel. But of course (Steve) 
doesn't need the crutches. (Steve) doesn't even need those shoes, I mean in 
those shoes, he's got regular feet... 


.. .is the way I feel about it. I think that's the way it goes. But see, I also knew 
(Steve) could move fast. So if he was ever with someone and needed to 
protect someone or a situation, he'd drop those crutches and, uh, get out of 
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those shoes, and he'd be so fast after the situation, it - there was a reason for 
it, mm-hm. 

How - do you know how old (Steve) is? 

Uh, 34. And he's -1 don’t know but I’m gonna say, he’s about 5'9", and 
probably about - at the most, about 1- maybe I'm going a little bit over, but I'll 
say 150 pounds.

The following impressions are psychic impressions being done by psychic 
Phil Jordan, at 133 Main Street, Candor, New York. Before I get into the 
impressions, I would like to share a few thoughts on the use of psychics in 
investigation. Whether it's a missing person, and more especially a missing 
child, everyone wants to help out. There will be people from all walks of life 
who will try to utilize gifts that they have been given... 


.. .in regards to the search. Some of these people will have appropriate 
backgrounds, intellects, and gifts to back up their abilities. However, many 
people will volunteer to search, merely to be a part of the action. As 1 have 
worked probably 300 missing persons cases, and well over 350 homicide 
cases through investigative techniques, I have found that first and foremost, 
that the investigation must still remain in the hands of the investigating 
agency, and although it may be a tedious factor for the general public to 
understand, there are processes in investigation that must be followed. 


Information that may be derived from such unique abilities as psychic 
phenomenon or hypnotic techniques, should be considered to enhance the 
investigation, but should in now way take over the investigation. However, if 
the avenues are followed and they're objectively viewed, I think it's possible, 
and 1 know that it is possible because it has worked in many cases that I have 
worked, that such investigative techniques can work. 1 myself have been 
through municipal police training academy, and have worked mainly with the 
Tioga County Sheriffs Department, and was deputized in 1976 with the Tioga 
County Sheriffs Department. 


1 have been attached with them as a special deputy and been used in countless 
investigations throughout the country, and have had some successes in regards 
to missing persons and abduction cases. However, for the investigating

agencies, they also must realize that anyone that has a dream or a hunch or a 
psychic impression will probably be contacting them, and it will be very 
difficult for them, because sometimes these people, urn, you will want to 
listen to them but it'll be very difficult because their - their stories may 
become rather bizarre. 


My process of working is merely to take a picture of the missing persons and 
sit in the solitude of my office or home, and tell what impressions I perceive 
about what happened to the individual missing. I hope that these impressions 
will be of help. I do not claim 100% accuracy - at the most, psychics could 
probably be 70% accurate. But perhaps if 11 be one significant clue that could 
be helpful. I've been given some stories on the missing person of Jacob 
Wetterling, and have briefly read them, but I'm going to tell you what 
impressions I receive, because it’s better for me not to know a great deal about 
the case until later on. I am sending this tape... 


...through affiliates in my area who have family in the St. Joseph area. I've 
entrusted it to them to entrust it to the proper agencies, merely because of the 
nature of the case, and the time elements involved, further subsequent reports, 

1 would like to be handled if possible through an investigating agency. Myself 
having worked as an officer, feel that the communications can be a bit more 
positive in regards to - to my work. First of all, I am undecided as to... 


...the health of Jacob Wetterling. Generally I receive an impression whether 
or not the abducted person or the missing person is deceased. In this case I do 
not receive such impression. I do feel there’s a strong possibility that Jacob 
Wetterling is still alive as of this report. I do feel that he has been abducted by 
somebody who was not acquainted with the family, and was not connected to 
the family. I do feel, in regards to his abduction, that there were two 
individuals involved, and I do believe in the two profiles that I have, the two 
artists' sketches, that the older gentleman is an extremely accurate profile of a 
man who may be connected to the disappearance of Jacob Wetterling. 


.. .1 do feel also, in regards to the case of his disappearance, that the van type 
vehicle in actuality was used, but that there may be another vehicle that was 
also used by the individual, which would be an older model, blue-colored 
pickup truck. It appears there may have been painting on the door of the

DE: Now Judith, it’s my understanding that you approached former associate of mine Ron 

Mondale who is a retired police officer, last Saturday, is that correct? 

JB: Um hum, yes it is. 

DE: And at that time you spoke to him and you indicated to him that., and you asked him um, 

had Jacob Wetterling ever been found, is that correct? 

JB: Well not exactly, I just wanted to know from him what procedures would be in place if 

something had been reported to the FBI, and I wanted to know how people..not 
necessarily how I would find out but do they divulge or let somebody know whether or 
not if they were a suspect if it was, they were or weren’t. 

DE: And why was... what was the reason of this inquiry? 

JB: Because I had learned of things and I just wanted to know if it was true or not that this 

person that I knew of, whether or not he had killed Jacob or kidnaped him. 

DE: Ok, now prior to the taped recorded portion of this interview, you and I have spoken 
correct? 

JB: Correct. 

DE: And you have indicated to me that your brother’s name is Thomas Dahlman correct?

that the physical things that he had from I understand, a brown van and that he wouldn’t 
go out in public during that time w'hen the hunt was no hot and heavy. 

DE: And you indicated to me also that you had knowledge that Kenneth Josted was working in 
a St. Cloud area at that time.

fired him and his crew, because they were smoking and drinking beer on school property.

Chapter one is 
where you are gonna tell me just enough about what it is that you saw, heard 
or were involved in or whatever it is. That I have some way to ask you 
intelligent or at least semi-intelligent questions. Then chapter two would be 
where we talk about hypnosis. 


Answer any questions. I’ve got kind of a standard, uh, sort of explanation for 
what hypnosis is and isn’t and answer any questions you have even if they 
seem silly to you. If you’re willing to ask them I’m willing to try to answer 
them. And, uh, then if you’re comfortable after you’ve heard what hypnosis is 
and after we've had a chance to chat a little bit and this doesn’t seem quite so 
artificial anymore. Um, we’ll see whether or not you are willing to - to try to 
be hypnotized. And then we’ll try that if you’re comfortable doing it. And 
then if you’re hypnotizable then we’ll go to chapter three which is to use 
hypnosis to go back over those same events or situations or whatever that you 
talked about at - at the beginning. And just before we would do chapter three 
if you are comfortable I have a - a standard release form that the FBI and I 
have worked out that I’ll read out loud to the camera and let you read to make 
sure you know what’s on this piece of paper but it basically says that you give 
your... 


...permission to be interviewed under hypnosis. But I’m not gonna ask you to 
do that until you have some idea of what hypnosis is... 

Okay. 

...and until I’ve answered your questions. And so that’s - that’s the whole, um, 
picture of what I think we’re trying to do this evening and what I would try 
and do. Ask what happened, talk about hypnosis and then if you’re 
hypnotizable see if hypnosis would allow you to recall anything, uh, in the 
way of details or specifics or whatever it is that, uh, might help the 
investigation. Does that sound like an okay...

And I want to say you don’t have to go into the - perhaps the detail that 
you’ve been in before because I don’t need to know all of that in order to be 
able to ask questions. But I just need you to kind of tell me where you were. 
That kind of thing. 


Sort of at the beginning so if you wouldn’t mind cluin’ me in, um. I’ll take a 
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few notes as we go along but. 

Okay, do you need dates or... 

If you have ‘ein. I mean if you know what date it was that’d be great. 

Okay, well it was Thursday, October 19th.

So do you have any impression of whether it was more likely say a - an 
American or a foreign car? Or... 

I don’t think it was a foreign car no. 

Okay, so it struck you as - do you have a sense of whether it was more like a 
Chrysler or a Ford or a GM car? 

Mm, not really. I really, you know, I guess I never noticed that much 
difference. 


Mm-hm. 


I don’t know. It’s hard to say. 


I know. Urn, an obvious question to ask is - is did you see the license plate on 
it? 


I don’t know. I may have. 
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That’s not something that’s stuck? 

Something that’s stuck, no. But like I say being I came up behind the car I’m 
assuming I saw it, but then - there again I just -1 don’t know. 

I tell you a true story, um, that has to do with license plates and seeing things. 
There was a kidnapping at Saint Paul about five or six years ago. Three high 
school students were walking up the street when they saw the young woman 
who was kidnapped being pushed out of the restaurant and into the seat of a 
car. The parked car. One of the three girls said, uh, that girl’s being kidnapped 
run up and get the license plate. So one of the others who was a very athletic 
young lady took off in a dead run staring right at the license plate on the back 
of this car. And then it pulled away and it was gone and she couldn’t 
remember what the license plate number even though she was a dead run 
staring right at it. 


Mm-hni. 


And we found out she was quite hypnotizable. Tried under hypnosis to get the 
license plate and nothin’ came up. So a bit later she came out of hypnosis and 
I was talking with her and something occurred to me and I reached over to my 
desk and I remember this clearly. A paperback book that had fairly high, large 
lettering for the title. I held it up about this far away and I said, “Can you read 
the title?” And she said, “No.” I said, “How come?” “I don’t have my glasses 
on.” 

Oh. 

“Did you have your glasses on - on that night?” “No.” 

Aw. 

So sometimes people can look right at the license plate... 

Yeah, and not see. 

...and not be able to remember them so. 


Mm-hm. 


That’s, uh. Well, I get the feeling and I think I understand the situation and I 
can imagine some of the things that the investigators would just love that if 
you’re... 

Mm-hm, yeah. 
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...was tucked away in your memory. But we have... 


...no idea if it is. Um, but I think that gives me enough time to go on to ask 
some questions. So something I didn’t say earlier is we can take a break from 
this any time you like to go to the bathroom and get a drink of water or any of 
those sorts of things. You okay to move, so I think we’re done with chapter 
one. Are you okay movin’ straight on into chapter two. 

Yeah, that’s fine. 

Okay, what I’d like to do is talk with you about hypnosis and - and, um, 
answer any questions you’ve got and tell you what it is and isn’t and give you 
enough information, so that you can make a guess at least if not a good 
comfortable decision about whether or not you’d - you’d actually be 
comfortable trying hypnosis. Do you have any questions right at the beginning 
about it or would you like me to sort of give you my standard speech? 

You can give me your speech. I guess 1 just picture hypnosis as some shiny 
thing going back and forth and I know it’s - not like that. 

It does not have to be that way at all. 


I can tell you another true story though. Um, there was once a man who called 
me up and said that, uh, he wanted to be hypnotized. And I said fine. And so I 
always do, I asked him on the telephone why do you want to be hypnotized? 
And what he told me made perfectly sense. I thought it was well within what I 
thought hypnosis might be able to help him with. And so he came in and I 
spent a whole hour with him trying first one technique and then another and 
then another. At the end of this hour this man clearly had not gone into 
hypnosis one little bit. For some intuitive reason I thought he was still 
hypnotizable... 


Mra-hm. 


...but I didn’t have any evidence to that. So I told him then I said you might be 
and maybe we just didn’t find the right thing. And if you want to come back 
again we can spend another hour. If you want to pay for another hour and you 
don’t know if it’s going to work. He said, “Yes, I really want to do it.” So I 
said fine. The other hour was just like the first one. I didn’t get it. And so I felt 
some professional obligation to say to him look it doesn’t look very 
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promising. I’m not sure that - that you ought to be ready to... 


...ante up for a third time. And he said when are you gonna get the watch out? 
Well, I just got out my book and gave him a third appointment. 

Mm-hm. 

I got my grandfather’s pocket watch - a little chain out and I brought it in and 
went like this and that man went into hypnosis just like that. He had a 
preconceived idea... 


Yeah. 

He had his mind on exactly what it was and nothing else was gonna work. 
Uh-huh. 

So hypnosis can happen as a result of something shiny, but let me tell you 
what - what I think we understand hypnosis to be. First of all it’s something 
that’s been around in human behavior virtually forever. Uh, there are very 
clear descriptions in the bible, in the Koran, in, uh, the hieroglyphs on the 
inside of some of the Egyptian pyramids and a - and a number of other places 
that are really old writings describing people going into hypnosis. So it’s been 
around or known about the human mind for as long as people have been 
writing anything down about human beings. 


And at the very heart of it, uh, it seems to me hypnosis is literally a - a frame 
of mind that someone can switch into where they are concentrating and 
focusing on something. That something can be an idea. It can be an object like 
a watch. It could be the, uh, the - eagle on the top of the flagpole up there. It 
could be a light on the ceiling. It could be me moving this pen back. I mean if 
you - if you focus and concentrate your - your attention on something it could 
be almost anything. And hypnosis is the - the frame of mind that someone gets 
into when they are really focused and concentrated. And that can be when 
one’s eye is opened, when one’s eye is closed. Urn, and it doesn’t have to 
have any hocus pocus. Um, I find that - that most of the, uh, magic or stage or 
entertainment, uh, displays of hypnosis really give hypnosis... 
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...a bad name because it makes people think that what hypnosis is is when you 
do something silly or embarrassing or something like that and that just isn’t 
what hypnosis is. A person can do something under hypnosis if they are 
willing to that is kind of silly - or I mean cause I have seen people walk 
around quacking like a duck, or cackling like a chicken and then they feel like 
a duck or a chicken at the time. Whatever that feels like. No one knows what a 
duck feels like, but they feel like what their idea of being a duck. But that’s 
not the hypnosis part. That’s what the person does in hypnosis. Hypnosis is 
just focusing and concentrating. I’ll give you a couple of every day examples 
because while some people think that hypnosis is some totally different thing 
than they ve ever experienced before. Chances are especially if you are 
hypnotizable you’ve been in hypnosis before but you didn’t call it that. So let 
me give you a couple of every day examples. One of them is have you ever 
driven home along some familiar route and gotten there... 

Yeah. 

...and not remembered... 


...the where of getting there. 

Yeah. 

Now you probably and I’d be perfectly willing to say that what you were 
doing was day dreaming? 

Mm-hm. 

Okay, but your mind was all focused on something else. I hope you were 
turning your turn signals on and you were certainly putting your brakes on and 
making right and left turns and avoiding cars. As I always say I don’t 
recommend that as a way to drive an automobile but I often do it myself. So I 
-1 won’t get very preachy about it. But there is a - a situation in which a 
person is really focused and concentrated on something and they still got their 
eyes open and doing their complex behavior of driving a car, but their mind is 
off focused on something else. Another example is, um, have you ever driven 
along at night in a snowstorm? And you know where all those snowflakes 
come out there from that little point out there? 

Yeah. 

What happens if you watch that too long? 
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I go to -1 go to sleep. 

(Unintelligible). And so that interesting phenomena where all those 
snowflakes come out... 


Mm-hm. 

...at you like this is something that the person can get... 


...all absorbed in watching and then pretty soon they are not paying attention 
to the road or the ditch and other cars... 


Mm-hm. 


...around them and something can happen. So that’s an example of hypnosis 
and you could call both of those two things I just said - described - you could 
call it self-hypnosis, you could call it daydreaming, you can call it getting 
mesmerized. You can call it a lot of things, but it’s - it’s basically - that’s the 
same idea, that’s the same brain process that’s involved in hypnosis. And I 
guess the only thing that I would say that makes - that - that is hypnosis rather 
than those things is that you do it on purpose. And it’s usually with one person 
doing the talking or guiding and the other person being comfortable with the 
one who is doing the imaging. But that really is what hypnosis is. Now when a 
person goes into hypnosis several things don’t happen. One thing that doesn’t 
happen is is that a person loses control. Uh, if you and I are sitting here and it 
turned out... 


...you were highly hypnotizable and you were comfortable and you had gone 
into a state of - of really deep hypnosis and someone out there in the corridor 
yelled fire and you had no reason to think that it wasn’t a joke, it’d be a horse 
race between you and me to get out the door. You can come out of hypnosis at 
any time. Just like you can stop looking at where the snowflakes come from or 
you can bring yourself back from a daydream while driving home along a 
familiar route. You can do that just as well in this room tonight if you are 
hypnotized or any other place. So you don’t lose control. Uh, hypnosis is - is 
not like losing control. It’s more like if you, uh, wanted to go on a canoe trip 
and you weren’t familiar with canoes and you didn’t know anything about 
boundary waters, but you want to go take a canoe trip through the boundary 
waters, you’d probably hire a guide. And the guide could say to you, “Look, 
uh, there are a bunch of options you got. We could take a trip that’s real 
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ru SB e d portages and it d be far away from where anybody else goes and you 
wouldn’t hear a motor the whole time you were there and... 


...or we can take a real easy trip where all the portages are short, you got 
gravel on the bottom and - and you won’t even have to get your - your toes 
dirty much less wet and, uh, but you’ll see a lot of other people and some 
motorboats. The guide could say, “We can go place that’s really scenic and 
beautiful where there isn’t very good fishing or we could go to some places 
where it’s not quite so scenic and beautiful but the fishing is a lot better.” And 
you get to choose. I m like a guide. I've been down this hypnosis route a 
whole zillion times before, but I don’t have any special power, I don’t have 
any special ability. I have some experience and some training of how to help 
explain things to people to try to put them at their ease. I’ve got some 
experience about the variety of different ways that people can be invited to 
focus and concentrate on something, but it’s not a situation in which you lose 
control. And the second thing that it’s not is it’s not a situation in which you 
lose awareness. Some people think that hypnosis is like going to sleep, 
passing out or... 


...becoming unconscious. And in fact, um, it is quite clear that hypnosis if 
anything is a frame of mind that when someone is in it they are more aware 
than they usually are, but they are focused on something and so they may be 
unawaie of other things. In my office down in Minneapolis despite my best 
efforts I’ve never been able to train the UPS man. When he has a package to 
deliver he generally comes and opens the door without knocking at my office. 
And I don t have a secretary or a receptionist so he comes through my waiting 
room and opens my office door. If I’m sitting there with someone we both 
turn and look and say what s going on here. But if someone is in hypnosis and 
their - they somehow are willing to assume I’ll take care of it they may not 
even remember the UPS man coming in. So they are focused on what they are 
doing. The UPS man says here’s the clipboard, sign here please and leaves 
and the door slams and that person doesn’t even remember. Now if it were 
something important or relevant to them I’m sure they would remember. 


So you don’t lose awareness and you don’t lose control. Hypnosis is - when - 
when a person goes into hypnosis generally speaking there’s only one thing 
that almost always happens and that is that the person experiences at least a 
mild relaxation. A mild sense of relaxation. There’s generally a small drop of 
the heart rate, small drop in blood pressure, a small drop in muscle tone, uh, 
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you know muscle tension and things like that. That’s one of the reasons why 
some people use hypnosis or self-hypnosis to deal with ordinary tension 
headaches. Uh, just the other day, uh, when I was doing some hypnosis work 
in Minneapolis I was working with someone who’s a witness to a totally 
different situation and he was real uptight when he came in because he was 
having to take off time from work and there were a lot of work demands and 
he came in and he had a raging headache. By the time he was done. 


He was only mildly hypnotizable. By the time he was done that headache was 
gone. This is great. This was worth coming in for that. So that’s the kind of 
thing. The - any other effects that people have are because of what they focus 
on and what they picture or what they imagine. So if you were to imagine that 
you were, you know, running a race while in hypnosis you might come out 
feeling kind of tired. You might even come out feeling - perspiring. Cause 
sometimes people’s imagination while they are in hypnosis can be so vivid 
that it’s almost like they experienced what they were imagining. Um, so 
hypnosis doesn’t have to involve anything spooky, weird, bizarre. In fact if 
I’m successful in - in working with you, uh, this evening. Um, I will ask you - 
I won’t have to end up asking you to do anything to make sure I’m 
comfortable or that you think is - is unsettling because there is no need... 


...for that in a professional context. On the stage well that’s what the audience 
kind of paid their money for is to see something that, uh, makes them laugh 
and surprises them or whatever, but that’s not something that’s necessarily 
important in hypnsosis and it’s certainly something I’m trying to avoid that 
kind of reaction. So what - if we go ahead and do some hypnosis what it’s 
going to be is I’m gonna be describing some ideas to you. I’m gonna start with 
my usual one, which usually involves somebody imagining that they are 
feeling lighter and lighter and floating and it’s kind of a pleasant relaxing 
sensation. If that doesn’t work we can switch to any one of 23 or 26 other 
ideas that I - I can try. But it’s all based - all aimed at the very same thing 
which is trying to find some kind of an idea, some kind of a sensation, some 
kind of an image that is comfortable for you to really kind of get absorbed in 
and then we can use that... 


...frame of mind to shift your attention back to October 19th at about 6:30 to 7 
o’clock. And we’ll focus on that. Now one other thing that sometimes people 
are kind of concerned about is well if I go into hypnosis am I gonna talk about 
anything other than what we’ve got here in front of us? Am I gonna blurt out 
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something personal or private that has nothing to do with what we’re talking 
about. All I can tell you is that 10 or 11 or maybe 12 years now of doing quite 
a lot of hypnosis I’ve never experienced anybody do that. I’ve never seen an 
article in the literature. I know nothing. Now sometimes for example, uh, we 
were - Special Agent Levine and I were, uh, a few weeks ago talking with a- 
another person about this case and that individual had some strong feelings 
about Jacob and Jacob’s disappearance. And that lead that individual to, uh, 
start crying. But it was about the situation... 

Mm-hm. 

And it was some deep feelings... 


...that he already knew he had. He was a little surprised that came out in the 
hypnosis, but the hypnosis session had gotten him to the point where he was 
pretty vividly remembering and so it was a very natural thing for him to cry.. 


Mm-hm. 


...so much. At the end of it he didn’t feel embarrassed or tricked or anything. 
But, so people don’t talk about or bring up something that’s outside that we’ve 
agreed upon - it’s what we’re about and I’m certainly not gonna ask any 
questions about anything other than this. Uh, that I can promise you. We got 
at least two FBI agents and a sheriff to look out for your interests. 

That’s good. 

Uh, but I- I’m - if I’m successful I’m gonna stay were much within what we 
agree is appropriate and what we’re here about. So does that leave you with 
some - some questions or curiosity about hypnosis? 

Flow do you know if someone's hypnotizable? 


Okay. I thought you were going to ask a different question, I’ll answer the one 
that you asked first and then I’ll answer the other one. How do you know if 
someone is hypnotizable is you try it. 


Oh, yeah? There’s... 
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I don’t know of any other way. There are a few indirect questions like the one 
I asked you like if you have ever had or if you’ve ever driven home along 
some familiar route. 


Mm-hm. 


If people - people who say yes to that tend to be more likely to be 
hypnotizable, but it doesn’t guarantee anything. 

Mm-hm. 

The only thing that’s proof of whether somebody is hypnotizable is to try to 
find some idea or whatever that they can really focus and concentrate on. How 
do you tell if someone is hypnotized is what I thought you were gonna ask. 

Yes, I was -1 was thinking that too. 

Obviously it’s a companion question. 


Mm-hm. 


Um, that - there is no, um, guaranteed thing. I can’t tap your need to see - the 
way you can test somebody’s reflexes. 

Mm-hm. 


I can’t do anything like that. There is no litmus paper that you can put on 
someone’s tongue and it turns purple if they’re hypnotized. Uh, you can’t tell 
cause their eyes cross or something. 


Um, it’s an overall impression and it partly depends on the person saying, 
‘‘Yeah, I was really involved in that.” That seemed either real or like I was 
there or it was more vivid or they start to tell you things that are consistent 
with - with - as if they were there. Whatever the thing is they are focused on. 

Mm-hm. 


But, uh, the only way that - that you could tell if somebody was - was 
hypnotized is basically to compare what their behavior is like and what they 
tell you during and afterwards. So it involves a lot of, uh, cooperation between 
the two people who are working to do the hypnosis. Uh, it would certainly be 
quite possible for you or anyone else to pretend you are hypnotized and I 
would say it’s - it’s, uh, iffy whether or not -1 mean if you did some - some 
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things... 


...uh, in hypnosis I could probably tell because people who are hypnotized do 
one thing and people who are faking it do another. But, if - if, uh, if you 
wanted to fake it or pretend it I might have a very difficult time telling 
whether or not you were really hypnotized or not. So it’s more by what you 
say and - and what I guess and putting those two together. So there isn’t, uh, a 
hard and a fast rule. But if you are you’ll probably know it. Not necessarily 
during but when you compare how you felt during with how you feel 
afterwards. 


Mm-hm. 


I say yeah I was in -1 was kind of in a different place. Yeah, I was really 
absorbed in that or yeah it really did seem vivid to me. For example, uh, in - in 
Saint Paul on Wednesday, uh, a woman had - had seen something that had to 
do with an investigation and she wasn’t sure quite what time it was and so 
forth and so on and while she was in hypnosis said, “Oh... 


...I looked at my coworkers clock and it said 9:17.” It’s that kind of difference 
that says oh, her memory is now more clear about something. She is 
imagining that she’s back at the time and in - in some way it’s vivid. Other 
people just can’t do that. I forgot to tell you something in the beginning. Not 
everybody is hypnotizable. That’s really quite clear. Some people are to a very 
high degree and it’s a very unusual thing. They can make some very unusual 
things happen. Some people are not all hypnotizable. Most people are 
somewhere in the middle. Sort of like shoe size and everything else. Height 
and everything else. 


Mm-hm. 


A few people at the extremes and most people are in the middle. Um, and if 
you’re not at all hypnotizable then we’ll be done at the end of chapter 2. If 
you’re moderately hypnotizable or higher and you’re comfortable with it then 
it’s worth trying to... 


...see if the hypnotic ability that you have can, um, bring out any additional 
information. Any other questions? 
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No. 

Do you feel like that covers a lot of it? 

Yeah. 

What kind of questions do you have about how comfortable you’d be trying it 
to see if you’re hypnotizable? 

1 guess I’m willing to try it yeah. 

You'd like to try? Okay, and that’s all we’re gonna do at this point. We’re not 
gonna go into, uh, what you saw on the 19th or anything like that. What we’re 
gonna do here in a few minutes is just try one or two or however many until 
our patience gets worn a little thin. Uh, or - or my imagination runs out. Um, 
we’ll just try some different ways and I’ll be doing essentially exactly the 
same thing each time. I’ll be trying to describe something to you, uh, and 
make - if the first one or two ways don’t work I’m gonna start asking you for 
ideas about ways in which, for example, you might use an idea to relax. 


You know, something you do when you want to just flop down and let your 
brain turn to mush for a few minutes like all of us need to at different times of 
the day, um, or whatever. But I’m just gonna be looking for an idea or a 
picture or an image or a sensation that’s comfortable to you and you can really 
get absorbed. That’s - that’s what I’m doing in each and every case. So you 
want to take a break here for a second or would you like to just go ahead? 

It doesn’t matter. Whatever. 

All right, if you’re comfortable we’ll just go right on. So what we’ll do now 
for the next let’s say five or 10 minutes is go through one approach to 
hypnosis and in that I’m gonna ask you to, uh, imagine some things. Imagine 
some ideas, some sensations. As I said floating. Is the idea of floating an 
appealing one to you? Does that something... 


Mm-hm. 


...that seems like it would be a pleasant sensation? Uh, the reason I ask that is 
that some people... 


...don’t like the idea of floating. They imagine it’s like losing control. I don’t 
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know where HI go or, uh, especially non-swimmers don’t like floating. I 
learned that early on. Had a whole string of people who didn’t like floating -1 
realized, oh, they were non-swimmers. So what I’ll do is I’ll just describe 
some of this for you and I’d like you to see how into the ideas that you can go 
without faking it or forcing yourself. And if at any point I’m asking you to do 
something or imagine something that either seems uncomfortable or just isn’t 
right or you don’t like - even - even a little bit please tell me. You retain your 
ability to speak at any time. You don’t have to wait until you are asked 
something to say so. Also if you find yourself being as some people are not 
terribly naive but some people are in this process they find themselves starting 
to... 


...think about some question and something just pops up in their mind and it’s 
kind of distracting them. Just simply say I’d like to stop and ask a question. 
You 11 stop and ask the question and I’ll try to answer it and we can go back 
and start over again. There’s no need to feel confined by - I’m sitting in this 
chair and I got to (unintelligible). Please, uh, you can ask me a question at any 
time and, uh, as I say you retain the ability to either ask me a question or say 
something that’s on your mind at any time, um, because you don’t lose 
control. It’s that simple. All right? Is that chair comfortable for you? 

It’s kind of -1 feel like I’m, yeah. 

Would you - would you perhaps be more comfortable do you think in this 
chair? 

I don’t know. I could try it. 

Yeah, try it. Sit down for a second. It looked to me like you were a little... 

I just feel like I’m sitting so upright. 


That’s a little better. 

All right, I’ll tell ya what let’s do. Are you right or left handed? 

Right handed. 

Okay, I’m gonna ask you to stand up and we’re gonna move this chair. We’ll 
go back to where you were sitting because I’m just gonna stay on the left side. 
Have a seat. Okay, and as I said what I’m gonna do is I’m gonna describe for 
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you some ideas and I’d like you to just as much as you feel comfortable and as 
it feels natural to ya to go along with it, if I'm describing things too quickly 
you can say can you slow down a little? Uh, if I’m boring you and you’re 
already ahead of me can we speed up a little bit or whatever. Please feel free 
to let me know and kind of keep the communication if that seems something 
that would be helpful. 


And have you had any contact with hypnosis ever before? 

No. 

You’ve never been hypnotized or anything like that? I’d sort of assume not 
but (unintelligible). Okay, let me just put this little w'ire underneath your arm 
so it s not in your way there. You sit in this position w'ould you first look up 
towards your eye brows and all the way up to the top of your head and hold 
your eyes up slowly close your eye lid. That’s right. Take a deep breathe. 
Exhale. Let your eyes relax and concentrate on a welcome pleasant feeling of 
floating. A light buoyant sensation as if you could float right up off the chair 
or right down through the chair. 


And if you concentrate on this feeling of floating I’m gonna concentrate on 
your left hand and arm. And in a moment I’m going to stroke the middle 
finger of your left hand, and after I do you will begin to feel little movement 
sensations in this finger and these movement sensations will spread to the 
other fingers of your hand making your left hand feel light and buoyant and 
you will let it float upwards. Ready? First one finger and then another. And as 
these little restless movements develop your left hand wants to feel lighter and 
lighter and more and more as if it could float. And this is an exercise in your 
imagination. 


You can imagine that your hand is getting lighter and lighter. Maybe as if for 
example there was a balloon. One of those helium filled balloons like you can 
get at file zoo or a carnival or a fair. And the balloon is just tied to the back of 
your hand. And the string is gently tugging your left hand upwurd and I’m 
gonna help it get started. I’m going to stop and ask you a questions. Does the 
idea of your left hand floating seem like one that’s just a little bit too much to 
be able to picture? 
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Mm-hm. 

Okay, that’s just fine. That’s one of the things that I need to learn. As I said to 
you earlier one of - one of the parts of my job is to learn what kind of an idea 
would work with you. And so let us not try the hand floating. In fact I’d like 
you to - I'd like to invite you to try the opposite kind of an idea. As you sit in 
that position just comfortably I’d like you to imagine that you have sat down 
in this chair and you have a few minutes here where you’re going to be able to 
take a break. Take a break from the day and relax and as you sit in the chair 
your body can begin to feel the tension - the energy just flowing out... 


...of your body as if you could for a few minutes let the chair - the back of the 
chair and the seat of the chair - even the floor around you become like a giant 
sponge and it just soaks up and drains away tension and the effort. And as that 
- as you imagine that tension, as you imagine those stresses and strains and 
pushes and calls draining out your body begins to feel heavier and heavier as 
though without all that energy your body would just like to be still, be quiet. 
Almost as if for a few minutes here your body begins to feel more and more 
like it’s made out of lead. 


And it’s kind of a curious, kind of a pleasant feeling as if your body were 
getting heavier as it gets more relaxed. And it’s - you know in your mind that 
you - you could. You certainly could if you chose to - if you really wanted to 
spend the energy you could raise your hand or pick up your foot. But for right 
now for the next few minutes it just seems like that’s more work, more effort 
than you could even want to spend. You have a few minutes here while your 
body can just relax and there is nothing... 


...that you need to do. For the next few minutes you can just be. You can be 
quiet and still and your body is just at rest. Quiet, peaceful and as though it 
would - you would just be almost a super human effort. To move your hand, 
to move your arm. And in fact in a few minutes when I give you the signal for 
your eyes to open you will find that your left... 
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...hand and arm still feel heavy, leaden and you may find that this is kind of a 
pleasant, curious feeling. And later when I touch your left elbow your usual 
sensation and control will return. Just quiet, peaceful. You could move a few 
if you really wanted to. But for right now it’s just relax and - and pleasant. Do 
you feel comfortable? 


Mm-hm. 


Good. So you can see that by finding an idea... 


...that is - that makes sense to you, that seems kind of not too unusual, but yet 
kind of curious. Your mind can focus on it, get absorbed in it and in a - in a 
very real way you can shift gears and focus. Right now it’s focusing on the 
quiet relaxed feeling and your body just being so relaxed that it just feels like 
it would be a major effort to move. Now in a moment you can begin to feel 
the energy - the - the energy to... 


...move, the energy to be dynamic, the energy to be able to do things and take 
care of schedules and go do chores and follow lists and keep track of this and 
keep track of that. Beginning to come back into your body. Sort of like the 
tide coming back in at the ocean. The energy is beginning to flow back in. Up 
from the floor, through your feet and into your legs and up towards your 
trunk. And up through your - your seat of the chair into your trunk, into your 
body and from the back of the chair. The energy is flowing back in. And in a 
moment I’m going to count backwards from three and I’d like you to follow 
along. When I count - when I give you the count of two I’d like you to roll... 


...your eyes upward, keeping your eye lids closed and at one let your eyes 
open slowly. Ready? Three, two, open your eyes up. One, let them open. As 
you sit in this position tell me what physical sensation you are aware of? Are 
you comfortable? 


Mm-hm. 


Was that a relaxing kind of feeling? 

Yeah, it kind of gave me the feeling of like when you go to the dentist and 
they give you that gas.

All that 
and we can then go through the same events you’ve already told me about 
while you’re in the state of hypnosis, and see whether or not that does sharpen 
your recall of any information. So that’s what chapter three would be about 
pretty concretely.
